CHINA AND HER LOANS. 


To arrive at a satisfactory conelu- 
sion with reference to China’s financial 
haffairs is, to xay the least ot it, like 
attempting to solve the insoluble, for, 


in truth, it is the most intricate of all }- 


Chinese puzzles, It is, however, not 
only a fascinating subject, but it is the 
subject that is at present “of parn- 
mount importanee to that vast coun- 
try. China, having thrown off the 
yoke of an oppressive despotism— 
which was a great action; and 
having cast aside completely her 
eflete traditional usages—whieh | 
even a greater -accomplish- 
ment, found that she had entered 
upon her course of“ Westernization ” 
badly "equipped financially. She 
doubtless was badly» equipped in 
other respects too; ‘but, at present,
